No Pension List. 



Most of our ve.ivkrs \vill :i;j;iei! with us in 
Fayin;^ that the [irosciico in tlie Assembly of 
a few sucli men as tlio ex-ineinber^frpn) 
Esquimalt, posfessoJ of as earcesl a dosiie 
to loak afler Iho interests of liiis Province, 
would RO fiir to do away wilh tlio many 
causes of complaint that exist with reforonco 
to that body. Although the e.v-tneinber may 
notjbe;nbIo to lay claim to all the shining 
qualities that disti.np;uish in so remarkable a 
(Icreo .some of llu; honorable inctnbois who 
I:aTO had tlic desliniivs of the country en- 
trusted 10 them— although ho cannot, like a 
llippant podanl, parade an acqnaintanoo with 
(ireek an^l Latin — yet lie has what thoy 
mii,'!it be thankful to have, a fair share of 
cotntnon simisi>, anil a .■^Inrdy erier<j;y ai.d in- 
dependence of characte:-, perniir.ins him to 
trnc'ile to no man. For ihe short lime he 
noted as Member of the House, lie sliowed 
that hW'.wds not the man to allow incapubles 
to have tlieir own way entirely in manipii- 
lalint; the ail'aij'.s of llio Colony. Aimnii! llio 
iniist^inip.irtant nf tlu? nieasiires ail voeatoil 
by .Mr. Harris .liiriiii; his legislative c-.irt!er, 
was the resolution passed by the Huuse hi.-^t 
month, against iniroducing a pension system 
into this country. We can imagine the feol- 
in<;s of blank amazement which agitated the 
ofiicial camp, at the bursting of such a bomb- 
.shul! in ilioir midst. All Itie glorious fabric 
wliii'h a I'lMliie iina;:ination cciild siiizgest — 
all the bri^^lU vi.sions of u cosy fuluro, woU 
supplied wiili government funds— was rudely 
shaken, arid iho thought no doubt arose that 
they were like other men, giving so much 
.service fur so mneh pay, and nothing more. 
I-est any uf our reader.s should have forgot- 
ten tilt! resoliUi.'U of Mr. llanis to whioli we 
reler, we rejirudnee il as follows ; " Wliereas 
a suppoiition exists that persons, commonly 
known as heads of deparinients, possess a 
vested interest, in and by virtue of their 
olihie ; and that upon any change in the sys- 
tem of government, such persons will be 
entitled to a pension or other emolument, on 
account ol such jiresunieil vested intuicst ; 
and whereas, an alteration in the system ot 
government may lake place, and il is e.xpo- 
dienl to remove such aforesaid erroneous 
impression, the Tlouse orders that all per- 
sons who may lie appointed to any oliieo 
under llic Guvi'tiitin'iil, shall not possess 
any vested interest whatever in or by virlf.e 
of such office or appnintuienl. And that the 
Legislative Assembly will not lioUl itself 
responsible or make any grant fur the pay. 
ment of any 'pension or en.olument whatso- 
ever on account of any supposed vested in- 
terest in any oflioc or nppointnuMil. Ordered 
that a copy of iho aljovo ordeis be sent lo 
His K.xeellency the Governor, and al.so to the 
llonoraljUi, the Legislative Cimnoi], anil lo 
bo by the lornier traiu-mitled to Her .Majesty's 
Secieiary of Slate for iho Colonies." Mo 
one can denj^ that IMr. Uiiiris did the State 
good ^ervico in having that resolution passed. 
Its imporlance to our infant Colony can 
hatdly be over rated. At thu comnieneemont 
of ■ our nalional ea: cer, we are just in the 
position to cast oil all those old fouy no- 
tions that have cursed older connlries. 
W'e do not wish to be trammelled by insli- 
totioiis v.hieh rniist ho loidied iijwm as im- 
sniteil to ihe jiresent slate of the social pro- 
gress of th,! world. \\'\\<t desires to .leo lire 
iiiaiiguralion in this eountiy of a government 
j)eiision list ! Dues any one forget the en- 
ormous abuses that Iho histories of England 
and France disclose as the result of the e.\- 
istence of Ihe prifciple in these connlries ! 
What a herd ol depeiidanls were fed by the 
hard wrung taxes of the people ! For what 
unworthy .services were not Knvard.s dis- 
pensed by those in power/ The warriiiig 
shuuhl not bo lost upon us. H' wo desire a 
repetition of what older countries have suf- 
fered, we have only lo consent to the 
establishmont of Itie pniieipie and we will 
Jiavi; them la>l enoimli. lint we are very 
much mistaken as to ihe findiriys il' iho 
people of this colony if lliey would ever sub- 
mit to have the public fiiii(is disjiosed id' (ot 
any such purpose. What ! are we in such 
a state of iinancial prosperity — has this 
country such a supt.'rabundance of income 
that it can aliord to .-addled with the 
salaries of our various j)uhIio oliieials lor the 
remainder of their existence / Any one nan 
calculate to what a largo sum the pension 
of, for example, our worthy friend the At- 
terney ( 'oMieial would ainuuiil to supposing 
liis mci ilorioii-. eauM.T wei-c rewarded by a 
pcreiiui;il sii|)|)'y o! goveriiine;il pap. \\'hea 
v,-e come to add to lids a iclirnig salary loi 
say the lii'g,i~ii;u- ,(;e;ieral, the .S.iiveyor 
(Jencral, the various oliieials couuceted with 
the administration of justice, the i'leasurer, 
the- Acting Coloiiihl Seeretaiy, and the 
hungry herd of lienehmen .swarniiiig within 
the precincts of the ."star t'liauiber, we are 
iorced lo say ".■'ave lis from a pension list." 
JUitSoniO will alhtgo that il is not likely we 
would h'avo. to [jrovi.lu lor all the individuals 
above enunicrated — that we are crying out 
bdfpre.':vr6 are hurt. To that there is a very 
simple answer. If one man is pensioned 
another has a riglit to be placed on the same 
looting, and then wo'H never know uheu lo 
stop. Once admit the principle, it would be 
hard lo do away with it. An. ouoco of pre- 
vention is belter tliaii a pound of cure. How- 
tiver, from the lone of public opinion which 
juevails on the Subject, wo do not think lhat 
any man will be bold ciioiigii to attempt to 
render this young and s; niggling country 
liable to pay an income for life to any re- 
tiring oillcial. individual in a public of- 
fice is like a nian in any other well-paid 
silualion in private life, lie is not supposed 
to neglect any of the ordinary rules of human 
]irildence. If ho wishes to provide against a 
rainy day, lot him husband his income the 
same as any iirudenl man would do. But if 
he is disjiosud lo spend lii.s income in "riot- 
ous living," let him remember thai oiir Civil 
List cannot be made heavier by a I'eiision 
List. I,ot him be assured that when remov- 
ed from ollici) either by ehaiige of gnveiii- 
ment, supeiaiiiiuation. or in.illieeiicy, that he 
can expect no pension ; thai he must look 
for his future support to his private fortune, 
and not to the public treasury.
